R ie l s, Dec. 4— [Special]—Emperor 
William garrisoned this place this 
morning. 
Yokohama, Dec, 4.—According to 
the semi-official press Japan has de­ 
cided to insist upon heavy conditions 
of peace, which will be increased as 
the war is prolonged. 
If tile w ar is 
concluded at the present time, Japan 
will accept an indemnity of $260,000,- 
000 and the cession of the territory 
now occupied by her .forces. 
Too 
much weight should not be attached 
to the Chinese overtures for peace, for 
it is believed th at Japan will be re­ 
quired to give her enemy further proof 
of the power of Japan in order th at 
the Chinese people may learn th at 
their government sued for peaee. 
If 
Tako and Shan n a i Kwan can not beat- 
tacked this w inter owing owing to the 
severity of the climate the war will be 
carried on in other parts of China. No 
armistice will be granted unless China 
formally sues for peace and surrenders 
Pekin to the Japanese or gives other 
pledges in proportion to the demands 
of Japan. 
If China is unable to pay 
the w ar indemnity immediately a por­ 
tion of the sum decided upon paid 
down will be accepted and the re­ 
mainder may be paid in installm ents 
with interest. 
It must, however, be 
stipulated th at the power of Japan is 
regarded as absolute and then there 
will be no further opposition to the 
conclusion of peace.*

PRESIDENT'S VIEWS ON CUR­ 
RENCY ARE 
RADICAL. 


Divorcement of Banking and Govern­ 
ment—Further Legislation in the 
Direction of Free Trade Is Also 
Urged—A National Board of Health 
Recommended—Army’s Increase. 


To the Congress of the United States: 
The assemblage within the Nation’s legis­ 
lative hall of those charged with the duty 
of making laws for the benefit of a gener­ 
ous and free people impressively suggest 
the exacting obligation and inexorable re­ 
sponsibility involved in their task. At the 
threshold of such labor now to be under­ 
taken by the congress of the United States 
and in the discharge of an executive dutv en­ 
joined by the constitution I submit this 
communication, containing a brief state­ 
ment of the condition of our national 
affairs, and recomending such legislation 
as seems to me necessary and expedient. 
F o re ig n :; R e la tio n s. 
The history of our recent dealings with 
other nations, and our peaceful relations 
with them at this time,additionally demon­ 
strate the advantage of consistently ad­ 
hering to a firm but just foreign policy, free 
from envious or ambitious national schemes 
and characterized by entire honesty and 
sincerity. 
I have endeavored to impress upon the 
belgian government the needlessness and 
incitive harmfulness of its restrictions 
upon the importation of certain of our 
food products, and have strongly urged 
that the rigid supervision and inspection 
under our laws are amply sufficient to pre­ 
vent the exportation from this country of 
diseased cattle and unwholesome meat. 
A gratifying recognition of the uniform 
impartiality of this country toward all 
foreign states was manifested by the coin­ 
cident request of the Chinese and Japanese 
governments that the agents of the United 
States should, within proper limits, afford 
protection to the subjects of the other dur­ 
ing the suspension of diplomatic relations 
due to a state of war. This delicate office 
was accepted, and 
a 
misapprehension 
which gave rise to a belief that in afford­ 
ing this kindly unofficial protection our 
agents would exercise 
the 
same au­ 
thority which the withdrawn agents of 
the beligerents had exercised was promptly 
corrected. 
Although the war between 
China and Japan endangers no policy of 
the United States, it deserves our gravest 
consideration, by reason of its disturbance 
of our growing commercial interests in the 
two countries and the increased dangers 
which may result to our citizens domiciled 
or sojourning in the interior of China. 
Acting under a stipulation in our treaty 
with Korea (the first concluded with a 
western 
power) 
I 
felt 
constrained 
at the 
beginning 
of the controversy 
to tender our good offices to induce 
an amicable arrangement of the initial 
difficulty growing out of the Japanese 
demands for administrative reforms in 
Korea, but the unhappy precipitation of 
actual hostilities defeated this Kindly pur­ 
pose. 
Deploring the destructive war between 
the two most powerful of the eastern na­ 
tions and anxious that our commercial in­ 
terests in those countries may be preserved 
and that the safety of our citizens there 
shall not be jeopardized. I would not hesi­ 
tate to heed 
any intimation that our 
friendly aid for the honorable termination 
of hostilities would be acceptable to both 
beligerents. 
F ra n c e a n d G e rm a n y . 
~ The TJerman government has protested 
against that provision of the customs 
tariff act which imposes a discriminating 
duty of one tenth of a cent a pound on 
sugars coming from countries paying an 
export bounty thereon, claiming that the 
action of such duty is in contravention of 
articles five and nine of the treaty of 1828 
with Prussia. 
Early in the present year an agreement 
w as reached with Great Britain concerning 
instructions to be given to the naval com­ 
manders of the two governments in Behring 
Sea and the contiguous North Pacific Ocean, 
for their guidance in the execution of the 
award of the Paris tribunal of arbitra­ 
tion and the enforcement of the regula­ 
tions therein prescribed, for the protection 
of seal life in the waters mentioned. An 
understanding has also been reached for 
the payment by the United States of $425,- 
000, in full satisfaction of all claims which 
may Ie made by Great Britain for damages 
if the controversy as to ii 


been aud still is chiefly controlled by our 
citizens, we can not fo r that reason chal­ 
lenge the rightful sovereignty of Nicaragua 
over this important part of her domain. 
For some months one, and during part of 
the time two, of our naval ships have been , 
stationed at Bluefields for the protection of 
all legitimate interests of our citizens. In 
September last the government at Ma­ 
nagua expelled from its territory twelve 
or more foreigners, including two Ameri­ 
cans, for alleged participation in the 
seditious 
or 
revolutionary 
movement 
against the republic at Bluefields already 
mentioned; but through the earnest remon­ 
strance of this government the two Ameri­ 
cans have been permitted to return to the 
the peaceful management of their business. 
Our naval commanders at the scene of these 
disturbances, by their constant exhibition 
of firmness and good judgment, contributed 
largely to the prevention of more serious 
consequences and to the restoration of quic*; 
and order. I regret that in the midst ox 
these occurrences there happened a most 
grave 
and 
irritating 
failure 
of 
N icaraguan justice. An American cit­ 
izen named Wilson, residing at Rama, in 
the Mosquito territory, was murdered by 
one Arguello, the acting governor of the 
town. After some delay the murderer was 
arrested but so insecurely confined or 
guarded that he escaped, and notwith­ 
standing our repeated demands it is claimed 
that his recapture has been impossible by 
reason of his flight beyond Nicaraguan 
jusisdiction. 
The Nicaraguan authorities having given 
notice of forfeiture of their concession to 


UT 
growingout of 
seals in Behring sea, or the seizure of Brit­ 
ish vessels engaged in taking seal in those 
waters. 
Thus far only France and Portugal have 
signified their willingness to adhere to the 
regulations established under the award of 
the Paris tribunal of arbitration. 
Since comnrinicating the voluminous 
correspondence in regard to Hawaii and 
the action taken by the senate and house of 
representatives on certain questions sub­ 
mitted to the judgement and wider discre­ 
tion of congress, the organization of a gov­ 
ernment in place 
of 
the 
provisional 
arrangement which followed the deposition 
of the queen has been announced with evi­ 
dence of its effective operation. The re­ 
cognition usual in such cases has been ac­ 
corded the new government. 
Good will, fostered by many interests in 
common 
has 
marked 
our 
relations 
with 
our nearest 
southern 
neighbor, i 
Peace being restored along her northern 
frontier, Mexico has asked the punishment 
of the late disturbers of her tranquility. I 
There ought to be a new treaty of com­ 
merce and navigation with that country to 
take the place of the one which terminated 
thirteen years ago. The friendliness of the 
intercourse between the two countries is 
attested by the fact that during this long 
period the commerce of each has steadily 
increased under the rule of mutual consid­ 
eration, being neither stimulated by con­ 
ventional arrangements nor retarded by 
jealous rivalries or selfish distrust. 
The problem of the storage and use of 
the waters of the Rio Grande for irrigation 
should be solved by appropriate concurrent 
action of the two interested countries. 
T h e B lu efield s In c id e n t. 
Prominent among the questions of the 
year was the Bluefields incident, in what is 
known as the Mosquito Indian strip, bor­ 
dering on the Atlantic ocean and within 
the jurisdiction Nicaragua. By the treaty 
of 1860 between Great Britain and Nicara­ 
gua the former 
government expressly 
recognized the sovereignty of the latter 
over the strip, and a limited form of self 
government was guaranteed to the Mos­ 
quito Indians, to be exercised according to 
their 
customs 
for 
themselves 
and 
other 
dwellers 
within its limits. The 
so called 
native 
government, which 
grew 
to 
be 
largely 
made 
up 
of 
aliens, for many 
years 
disputed 
the 
sovereignty of Nicaragua over the strip 
and claimed the right to maintain therein 
a practical!v independent municipal gov­ 
ernment. Early in the past year efforts of 
Nicaragua to maintain soveriegnty over 
the Mosquito territory led to serious dis­ 
turbances, culminating in the suppression 
of the native government and the at­ 
tempted substitution of an impracticable 
composite administration, in which Nica­ 
ragua and alien residents were to partici­ 
pate. 
Failure was followed by an in­ 
surrection which for a time substituted 
Nicaraguan rule expelling her officers and 
restoring the old organization. 
This in 
turn gave place to the existing local gov­ 
ernment established and upheld by Nica­ 
ragua. . 
Although the alien interests arrayed 
against Nicaragua in these transactions 
have bean largely American, and the com­ 
merce of that region for some time baa 


the canal company on grounds purely tech­ 
nical and not embraced in the contract, 
have receded from that position. 


T ro u b le w ith Spain. 
U^reasonable and unjust fines imposed by 
Spain on the vessels and commerce of the 
United States have demanded from time to 
time during the last twenty years earnest 
remonstrance on the part of our govern­ 
ment. In the immediate past exorbitant 
penalties have been imposed upon our ves­ 
sels and goods by customs authorities of 
Cuba and Porto Rico, for clerical errors of 
the most trivial character in the manifests 
or bills of lading. 
In some cases fines 
amounting to thousands of dollars have 
been levied upon cargoes or the carrying 
vessels, when the goods in question were 
entitled to free entry. Fines have been 
exacted even when the error had been 
detected and the Spanish authorities noti­ 
fied before the arrival of the goods in port. 
This conduct is in strange contrast with 
the considerate and liberia treatm ent ex­ 
tended to Spa iii sh vessels and cargoes in 
our ports in like cases. No satisfactory 
settlement of these vexatious questions has 
yet been reached. 


R e la tio n s w ith 
T u rk e y . 
In my last annual message I adverted 
to the claim on the part of Turkey of the 
right to expel, as persons undesirable and 
dangerous, Armenians naturalized in the 
United States and returning to Turkish 
jurisdiction. 
Numerous questions in this 
relation have arisen. 
While this government acquiesces in the 
asserted right of expulsion it would not 
consent that Armenians may be imprisoned 
or otherwise punished for no other reason 
than hading aopiired without imperial 
consent American citizenship. Three of 
the assailants of Miss Melton, an American 
teacher in Mosul, have been convicted by 
the Ottoman courts, and I am advised that 
an appeal against the acquittal of the re­ 
maining five has been taken by the Turkish 
prosecuting officer. 


S am o an A ffairs. 
In my last annual message I referred 
briefly to the unsatisfactory state of affairs 
in Samoa under the operation of the Ber 
lin treaty as signally illustrating the im­ 
policy of entangling alliances with foreign 
powers, and on May 9,1894, in response to 
a resolution of the senate, I sent special 
message and documents to that body on the 
same subject, which emphasized my pre­ 
viously expressed opinions. Later occur­ 
rences, the correspondence in regard to 
which will be laid before congress, further 
demonstrate that the government which 
was devised by the three powers and forced 
upon the Samoans against their inveterate 
TZih 
hostility can be maintained only 
by 
J ™ 
continued presence of foreign military force 
and at no small sacrifice of life and treas- 
| ure. 
The suppression of the M ataffa insurrec­ 
tion by the powers, and the subsequent 
banishment of the leader and eleven other 
chiefs, as recited in my last message, did 
not bring lasting peace to the islands. For­ 
midable uprisings continued, and finally a 
rebellion broke out in the capital island, 
Upolo, headed in Aana. the v«pstern dis­ 
trict, by the younger Tamasese, and in 
Atua, the eastern district, by other leaders. 
The insurgents ravaged the country and 
fought 
the 
government's 
troops 
up 
to 
the 
very 
doors 
of 
Apia. 
The 
king again appealed to the powers for 
help, and the combined British and 
German naval forces reduced the Atuans 
to apparent subjection, not, however, with­ 
out considerable loss to the natives. A few 
days later Tamasese and his adherents 
fearing the ships and the marines, pro­ 
fessed submission. 
Reports received from our agents at Apia 
do not justify the belief that the peace 
thus brought about will be of long dura­ 
tion. It is their conviction that the natives 
are at heart hostile to the present govern­ 
m ent; that such of them as profess loyalty 
to it do so from fear of the powers, and 
that it would speedily go to pieces if the 
warships were withdrawn. In reporting 
to his government on the unsatisfactory 
situation since the suppression of the late 
revolt by foreign armed forces, the Ger­ 
man consul at Apia stated: 
“That peace will be lasting is hardly to 
be presumed. The lesson given by firing on 
Atua was not - sufficiently sharp and in­ 
cisive to leave A lasting impression on- the 
forgetful Samoan temperament. In fact 
conditions are existing which show that 
peace will not last and is not seriously in­ 
tended. Malietoa, the king, and his chiefs, 
are convinced that the departure of the 
warships will be a signal for a renewal of 
war. The circumstance that the repre­ 
sentatives of the villages 
of 
all the 
districts which 
were 
opposed to the 
government 
have 
already 
withdrawn 
to 
Atua 
to 
hold 
meetings, 
and 
that both Atua and Aana have forbidden 
inhabitants of those districts which fought 
on the side of the government to return to 
their villages and have already partly 
burned, down the latter, indicates that a 
real conciliation of the parties is still far 
off.

T h e W a r D e p a rtm e n t. 
From the report of the secretary of war 
it appears that the strength of the army on 
Sept. SO, 1894, was 2,135 officers and 25,765 
enlisted men. This 
is 
apparently 
a 
very slight decrease compared with the 
previous year. 
The execution of the policy of concen­ 
trating the army at important centers of 
population 
and 
transportation, 
fore­ 
shadowed in the last annual report of the 
secretary, has resulted in the abandonment 
of fifteen of the t-maller posts, which was 
effected under a plan which assembles or­ 
ganizations of the same regiments hitherto 
widely separated. This renders our small 
forces more readily effective for any ser­ 
vice which they may be called upon to per­ 
form, increases the extent of the territory 
under protection without diminishing the 
security heretofore afforded to any locality, 
improves the discipline, training and esprit 
de corps of the army. I asides considerably 
decreasing the cost of its maintenance. 
While the maximum legal strength of 
the army is 25,003 men, 
the elf ctive 
strength, through various causes, is but 
little over 20,000 men. The purpose of con­ 
gress does not therefore seem to be fully 
attained by the existing condition.

e postmaster-general states that the 
deficit is unnecessary and might be obviated 
at once if the l*w regulating rates upon 
mail m atter of the second-class was modi­ 
fied.

All the ves­ 
sels now building, including the three tor­ 
pedo boats authorized at the last session of 
congress, and excepting the first class bat­ 
tle ship Iowa, will probably be completed 
during the coming fiscal year.

appears by re p o rts of th e ir ag en t, h ave in 
m any in stan ces nev er been located upon 
th eir allo tm ents, an d in som e cases do n o t 
even know w here th e ir allo tm en ts are. 
T heir condition has d e te rio ra ted . 
T hey 
a re n o t self supporting , an d th e y liv e in 
cam ps an d spend th e ir tim e in idleness. 
I have alw ays believed th a t allo tm en ts 
of reserv atio n lands to In d ian s in sev eralty 
should be m ade sp arin g ly , 
o r a t least 
•low ly, an d w ith th e u tm o st caution, 
In these d ay s w hen w h ite a g ric u ltu rists 
a n d stock ra ise rs of experience a n d in te l­ 
ligence find th e ir lo t a h a rd one, w e o ught 
n o t to expect Indians, unless fa r advanced 
in civ ilizatio n an d h ab its of in d u stry , to 
su p p o rt them selves on th e sm all tra c ts of 
land usually a llo tted to them . 
If th e self su p p orting schem e by a llo t­ 
m e n t fails th e w retched pauperism of th e 
allo ttees w hich resu lts is w orse th a n th e ir 
o rig in a l condition of reg u lated dependence. 
I t is ev id en t th a t th e evil consequences of

E ven if th e claim s upon th is fu n d 
w ere confined to th e obligations o rig in ally 
in ten d ed and if th e redem ption of these 
o b ligations m ean t th e ir cancellation, th e 
f und would be v ery sm all.

gold a re n o t canceled but a re reissued and 
m ay do d u ty m an y tim es by w ay of d ra w ­ 
in g gold from th e tre a su ry .

The dem ands th a t increase o u r d a n ­ 
g er also in crease th e necessity of p ro te c t­ 
ing th is reserve a g ain st depletion, an d it is 
m ost u n satisfacto ry to know th a t th e p ro ­ 
tectio n afforded is only a te m p o ra ry p al­ 
liatio n . 
I t is p erfectly an d palpably plain 
th a t th e only w ay under presen t condi­ 
tio n s by w hich th is reserve w hen d a n g e r­ 
ously depleted can be replenished is through 
th e issue and sale of th e bonds.
